Perſwaſions, There is no ſociety ſo ill, but that ſome honeſt, juſt, 
and well-meaning Perſons may be found among them, and ſuch 
as may deſerve our Charity, and Pity, So on the other ſide, 
there is no Company of men ſo good, but that ſome of them may 
deſerve our Caution at leaſt, if not our Hatred. The beſt Fury of 
Men that ever was inthe World had a Devil among them / 

I therefore blame not the Rabble-Rout, or Multitude ſo much, 
9s 1 do their Johnſons, Ferguſons, Alſops, 8c. or deſigning Lea- 
ders, It is the wilful obſtznate Sinner ; He that makes a bold 
and unreaſmable reſiſtance of all the faireſt motions for Unity, 
Peace and Concord, that is to be reproved ;, the-mercenary In- 
cendiaries on either ſide are to be detefted, diſcouraged,” aban- 
doned, For they are the Men that have advanc'd the reckoning 
of our Publick Woes almoſt beyond poſſibility of ſatisfa#ion 
and accommodation. 

Theſe, I ſay, are the Men that have made England's Miſc- 
ries much larger, and more bitter and tormenting , than twenty 
ſuch Plots of themſelves could ever have done.
